large tracts of land in Hadley’s bend 
are believed to be representing the 
government. 
Originally it w^s planned to spend 
$100.000.000 for a powder plant at 
Charleston. W. Va.. near the armor 
plate plant which is being erected. 
War department officials have now de­ 
termined not to put all the eggs in 
one basket, but will divide the appro-, 
priation among two or three locations. 
The Tennessee site is said to have 
been decided upon because the work 
of constructing locks on the Cumber­ 
land river and other improvements 
will make it possible to utilize within 
a short time the water power of that 
stream to operate this plant. 
The general plan of determining on 
the locations of the powder plants 
contemplated plating them all far re­ 
moved from the sea < oast and behind 
a protecting range of mountains, so 
they will be same from an invading 
force, should a foreign enemy ever se­ 
cure a foothold on the American coast.
